Crown wants 12 
years for mother 
who drowned sons 


Defence. Lawyers 
for convicted woman 
argue she has already 
suffered enough 


The Crown is seeking a 12- 
year sentence for an Austral¬ 
ian woman living in Alberta 
who drowned her two young 
sons in the family bathtub. 

But Allyson McConnell’s 
defence lawyer has told a 
judge the depressed and 
suicidal woman has already 
served nearly two years in 
custody and should return 
to her home country a free 
woman. 


“She has paid and will con¬ 
tinue to pay an incredible price 
because of what she was driven 
to do by a mental disorder,” 
Peter Royal said in Wetaskiwin 
court Wednesday. 

McConnell, currently on 
suicide watch while in cus¬ 
tody at Alberta Hospital, testi¬ 
fied during her trial that her 
future will consist of more 
suicide attempts because she 
does not want to get well. 

The judge convicted the 
33-year-old woman last month 
of manslaughter. McConnell 
was originally charged with 
second-degree murder but 
Crighton ruled there was a 
“black hole” in the evidence 
and no one knows what the 


woman’s mental state and in¬ 
tent were at the time she killed 
her children. 

Court heard McConnell 
and her husband were in the 
middle of a bitter divorce and 
she wanted to take their chil¬ 
dren back to Australia. 

On Feb. 1, 2010, she drove 
from the family’s home in 
Millet north to Edmonton, 
parked her car at a toy store 
and jumped off an overpass 
onto a busy freeway. 

When police called her 
husband to say she was in the 
hospital with broken bones, 
he wondered where the chil¬ 
dren were and quickly drove 
home from work. He found 
10-month-old Jayden and two-

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Financial literac^^ School 
board wants province to 
invest in integrated course 


Managing money could be¬ 
come homework in the fu¬ 
ture, should the chairman of 
the Edmonton Public School 
Board have his way. 

Dave Colburn is pushing 
for financial literacy to be in¬ 
tegrated across the province 
from kindergarten to Grade 
12, calling it a “critical hfe 
skill.” 

Local courses can be creat¬ 
ed by each board, but Colburn 
thinks students would benefit 
more from the integrated ap¬ 
proach than standalone op¬ 
tions. 

“Some might have a course 
or two, but the integrated ap¬ 
proach is something that 
would ensure students in 
the province of Alberta are 
exposed to financial literacy 
and are equipped for their 
futures,” Colburn said Wed¬ 
nesday. 

At a meeting Tuesday, 
trustees voted to have a com¬ 


mittee come up with how to 
move forward, which will 
involve the Alberta School 
Boards Association so it can be 
discussed with other boards. 

Support there could push 
it to the provincial govern¬ 
ment, as the ministry of 
education oversees the of¬ 
ficial curriculum, said ASBA 
president Jacquie Hansen. 

“It’s definitely something 
we would love to see our stu¬ 
dents have,” she said. 

Ontario implemented fi¬ 
nance into teaching last fall 
for students in grades 4 to 12. 

“This is not exactly new in 
the country,” said Colburn, 
“but I don’t know that any 
more provinces have taken 
Ontario’s lead.” 

The committee will return 
to EPSB trustees May 22 for 
their approval on a formal 
plan to get the advocacy pro¬ 
cess going.

The building, designed 
by local architect Gene Dub, 
opened on Aug. 28,1992. The 
first council meeting was 
held that October. 

Marble and granite from 
the old city hall were incor¬ 
porated, while the pyramids 
represent Alberta’s Rocky 
Mountains. There is also a 
250-foot clock tower featur¬ 
ing a 25-bell carillon, as well 
as a fountain. 

“It’s a magnificent build¬ 
ing,” said Batty. “It’s a really 
great place for people to 
gather.” 

Celebrations should in¬ 
clude local music and tours, 
which could be led by “celeb¬ 
rities” like Dub and former 
councillors, said Batty.

There is no question that 
McClintic’s testimony was 
flawed, the Crown told the 
jury at Michael Rafferty’s 
trial. 

But there are at least 25 
other pieces of evidence that 
confirm her original story. 

McClintic, who had al¬ 
ready pleaded guilty to first- 
degree murder in eight-year- 
old Tori’s death, testified that 
Rafferty urged her to kidnap

a young girl for him, then 
sexually assaulted the child. 

McClintic testified she 
then snapped and killed Tori. 

But Crown attorney Kevin 
Gowdey told the jmy in Lon¬ 
don, Out., to consider what 
McClintic told police all along 
— that Rafferty killed the girl. 

Gowdey suggested that 
McClintic’s version of events 
in which she flew into a rage 
at seeing Rafferty rape Tori 
was less credible. 

But it doesn’t matter, he 
said, whether Rafferty killed 
Tori or McClintic did. 

They both worked togeth¬ 
er and they both knew Tori 
would never be returned to 
her home in Woodstock, Ont.

$ioo-million credit- 
card scam. Police say

It was a theft allegedly carried 
out on a massive scale with 
military precision. 

And it repeatedly victim¬ 
ized the holders of debit and 
credit cards. 

Two-dozen “runners” 
would allegedly be on 
standby at different ATM ma¬ 
chines in the wee hours of 
the morning, awaiting a call 
from a ringleader. 

Upon getting the green 
light, they would start with¬ 
drawing money simultan¬ 
eously from machines, using 
cloned bank cards. 

Police say it would only 
take five minutes. 

On just one such occa¬ 
sion, 79 bogus cards were 
allegedly used to make 203 


transactions at 23 different 
bank machines — with the 
accused thieves getting away 
with $30,000. 

The RCMP says that scam 
was being replayed multiple 
times each week in the Mont¬ 
real area, as it announced a 
series of arrests Wednesday 
of alleged members of a $100- 
million debit- and credit-card 
scam that had world ties. 

Some of the group are fa¬ 
cing gangsterism charges — 
which police call a first for a 
Canadian fraud case. 

Police said 46 people were 
arrested and about 60 raids 
were conducted in the Mont¬ 
real area and in Ontario. 

More than a dozen others 
are on the lam. 

The operation was alleged¬ 
ly split into three cells with 
specific roles — leaders, tech¬ 
nicians and runners. 

Some members of the 
group were allegedly modify¬ 
ing ATM machines with fake 
PIN pads and tiny cameras. 

But the most popular 
scheme involved point-of-sale 
PIN machines from business-

es and restaurants. 

Police said the stolen 
terminals would be taken 
around closing time to hotel 
rooms.

The terminals were rigged 
using Bluetooth technology 
so that information could be 
relayed to fraudsters 
remotely. 

The terminals were then 
returned before the next 
business day and they would 
remain in place for several 
weeks while data was sent re¬ 
motely to fraudsters.

Fitzhenry said jobs are be¬ 
ing cut every month.

The number of employees 
will be down to 288 by the end 
of May and will drop to about 
100 by the end of the year. 

There were 430 people 
on the pa 3 rroll, mainly at the 
headquarters in Winnipeg, at 
the beginning of 2011. 

The cuts follow the fed¬ 
eral government’s decision 
last year to make the gov¬ 


ernment-backed but farmer- 
controlled agency a volun¬ 
tary route for producers, 
ending a six-decade-long 
monopoly. 

The move divided the 
farming community. Some 
producers said they deserve 
the right to seek higher 
prices on the open market, as 
their counterparts in Eastern 
Canada do. 

Others have predicted 
prices will drop as producers 
compete with each other in¬ 
stead of banding together 
under the wheat board. 

The controversy spawned 
several court battles led by 
pro-monopoly producers and 
former directors of the wheat 
board who were elected by 
farmers. 

Agriculture Minister Geriy 
Ritz has criticized the law¬ 
suits and has urged critics to 
let farmers move on and pre¬ 
pare for the new crop year, 
which starts Aug. 1.

Ford adds 27,000 
Windstars 
to recall 

Ford Motor Co. has added 
27,000 Windstar minivans 
from Virginia to a larger 
recall because the rear 
axles can crack and fail. 

The vans are now part 
of an August 2010 recall 
of more than 600,000 
Windstars in the U.S. and 
Canada from the 1998 
through 2003 model years. 

Ford said at the time 
that the vans were sold in 
states where salt is used to 
clear the roads. Over time, 
the salt can cause the axles 
to rust, crack and even 
break, causing a driver to 
lose control. 

Virginia wasn’t 
included in the original re¬ 
call. But Ford says a recent 
analysis shows that vans 
there can have similar 
problems. There were 11 
reports of axle cracks from 
Virginia between October 
2011 and March of 2012.

Summer is almost here — and 
that means summer movie sea¬ 
son has been underway for only 
14 weeks. 

That might seems counter¬ 
intuitive, but that’s only because 
you don’t think like a movie exec (sniffing a marker helps). 

The reason that summer “films” start while you’re getting 
over your New Year’s hangover is, of course, that they make 
more money. Hollywood “event movies” attract more people 
willing to pay $13 ($47 with popcorn) because those films 
have a greater number of complex thematic elements involv¬ 
ing explosions, car chases and bosoms. 

So if you expand the summer to include months that 
aren’t technically summer, you can expand on your explo¬ 
sions, and squeeze in more breasts and crash for cash. 

This is vital to the modern movie exec because, as any 
trade publication will tell you, the movie industry is worse 
off financially than Greece. Attendance was down so far 
last year that insiders were comparing it to way back in — 
cross yourself if you’re Christian — 1995. 

What with Hollywood’s 
money woes, 1 expect George 
Clooney and Brad Pitt to be 
on the streets soon, putting 
down their bindles so they 
can throw rocks (and maybe 
the barrels they’re wearing) 
at the Hollywood riot police. 
Somebody will say, “Fm 
getting too old for this,” and 
Morgan Freeman will die one 
day before retirement. 

So summer flicks are im¬ 
portant. They pull in crowds 
and often can save money 
by avoiding the services of a 
writer. Instead, a computer 
runs components of comedy, 
drama and pathos through a 
series of algorithms, then recommends a comic-book movie. 

The good news is this ploy usually saves the movie indus- 
tiy (and without a moment to spare!). The bad news is it will 
only be successful until 2024, when Holl 5 ^ood will burn 
through the last possible remaining superhero adaptation 
(Aquaman 111: War Seahorse). 

It’s a bad scene all around. If people stop going to the mov¬ 
ies, they’ll have to stop making them. Or stop pa 5 dng actors 
$10 million a film — but that would be madness. 

So, 1 beg of you, please go see all the summer flicks you 
can. If not for Hollywood, then for me. 

You see, movies like The Avengers and Spider-Man and 
Battleship (Battleship?!) help keep the industry afloat so 1 can 
sit alone in theatres watching subtitled films that 1 pretend 
to understand. I’ll accept your car chases and explosions and 
bosoms, if you’ll accept my subtitles and nonsense scenes 
and, okay, bosoms. 

Summer movie season keeps expanding even as 1 hope 
that movies will get smaller. Or, as Hollywood puts it, “Fm 
getting too old for this.”

Former A&R exec. 

Although she knows 
it sells, singer-rapper 
refuses to fall into 
the electronic-dance- 
music trap 


You may love dance and elec¬ 
tronic music, but Santigold 
hates it. 

The singer-rapper, who has 
collaborated with Jay-Z, the 
Beastie Boys and Mark Ron- 
son, says she wishes the sound 
wasn’t so popular. 

“I really don’t hke that 
music, that sort of Euro-dance 
music, Ibiza-style. I’ve never 
liked it, even when it was kind 
of new and underground,” she 
said. 

The electronic and dance 
genre has taken over North 
American radio in the last few 
years, with popular acts from 
Rihanna to Britney Spears to 
Usher to Katy Peny adopting 
the soimd, and churning out 
No. 1 hits. 

Santigold says today’s pop 
hits are formulaic, where art¬ 
ists “hire one of three produ¬ 
cers, one of a couple songwrit¬ 
ers, and you pretty much get 
the exact same song every 
time.” 

“It’s created a dismal land¬ 
scape for music, but it’s a sure 
bottom line for the record 
company,” she said. “It’s really 
become about the economy 
of the music industry, and it’s 
shaping the music that we’re 
getting in a really unfortunate 
way.” 

Philadelphia-bom Santi¬ 
gold has written songs for 
Christina Aguilera, Lily Allen 
and Ashlee Simpson. She used 
to work as an A&R executive 
for Epic Records, and almost 
signed rapper-actor Mos Def 

“I brought Mos Def and 
I was like, ‘You guys got to 
sign him.’ And they’re like, 
‘Is he down with Puffy?’” she 
recalled with a laugh. “Like, 
everything at that time was 
Diddy.” 

Santigold said the job was 
frustrating, and she decided to 
leave to pursue her own music¬ 
al efforts. She blends elements 
of rock, pop, hip hop and 
dance to create a soimd that is 
as distinct as her album’s un¬ 
usual beats. 

“I would describe it as 
genre-less music,” said Santi¬ 
gold, who released her sopho¬ 
more album. Master of My 
Make-Beheve, last week. It’s 
the follow-up to her critically- 
acclaimed 2008 debut San- 
togold, which was her stage 


name before she changed it in 
2009. 

“I always call it collage 
music because really that’s 
what it is,” she continued. 
“It’s taking bits and pieces of 
all these different influences 
and sounds and piecing them 
together in a way that’s special 
and unique to myself” 

Santigold says making the 
latest album — which has col¬ 
laborations with QjTip, Diplo, 
John Hill, Greg Kurstin, David 
Sitek of TV on the Radio and 
Nick Zinner of the Yeah Yeah 
Yeahs — was “intense” and 
transcendental meditation 
helped ease some of her ex¬ 
haustion.

More 
Canadian dates in Montreal, 
Halifax and Ottawa will fol¬ 
low, which means Canadian 
fans will get the first oppor¬ 
tunity to hear the new songs, 
since there’s still no release 
date yet for the new material.

triangle of dough before roll¬ 
ing.

3 . One at a time, unwrap and 
unfold the sheets of puff pas¬ 
try. Use a paring knife to cut 
the sheet in half lengthwise. 
Starting in one corner, cut 
each half into 6 triangles. Use 
a rolling pin to lightly roll out 
each triangle to just barely 
fiatten. Lightly brush the tri¬ 
angles with melted butter. 


4 . Sprinkle a bit of the cinna¬ 
mon sugar over each triangle. 
One at a time, start with the 
wide end of each triangle and 
roll it into a log. Gently bend 
the ends so they curve inward 
to form a crescent. 

5 . Transfer to the prepared 
baking sheets. Repeat the 
rolling with the remaining 


triangles. 

6 . Brush the tops of each 
croissant with a bit more but¬ 
ter, then sprinkle a bit more 
cinnamon sugar over each. 
Bake for 20 minutes, or until 
puffed and lightly browned. 
Let cool for several minutes, 
then serve warm.

Kid-friendly garden 
work can offer 
valuable lessons 


If you think it’s hard getting 
kids to eat their vegetables, 
wait until you try recruiting 
them for garden work. 

But the challenge is worth 
it: Children just might add 
more healthy foods to their 
diet if they’ve grown them 
themselves. 

“If a child grows herbs 
or vegetables, they will try 
them at least once,” said 
Mike Ferraro, whose Pre¬ 
ferred Commerce Co. produ¬ 
ces Growums, an animated 
garden program that uses 
online gaming technology to 
teach children how to raise 
fresh edibles and have fun 
doing it. 

“When they’re done, 
they’re so proud of it they 
want to eat it,” he said. 

You’re never too young 
to garden, although results 
for the youngest gardeners 
might be mixed, said Susan 
Robbins of the National Gar¬ 
dening Association’s Garden¬ 
ing With Kids program. 

Some plants are bound to 
fail, so don’t react by secretly 
replacing your preschooler’s 
veggies, Robbins said. 

“Failures are a good way 
for children to understand 
that the process doesn’t 
always work and that you 
shouldn’t give up,” she said. 


“Reactive gardening makes 
them better adults.” 

Some steps you can take 
to feed a child’s hunger for 
learning in the garden: 

• Involve them in the 
planning. Set aside a site and 
let the kids decide what to 
grow. 

• Add fun to their garden¬ 
ing menu. Pay a bounty for 
the weeds they pull, plant 
“surprises” in their grow¬ 
ing beds or introduce them 
to “tickle-me plants” — a 
houseplant (Mimosa pudica) 
that closes its leaves and 
lowers its branches when 
touched. 

“As a schoolteacher, I have 
found that growing a ‘tickle- 
me plant’ excites youngsters 
about science and nature as 
well as making them more 
sensitive about to how to 
care for plants and other liv¬ 
ing things,” said Mark Ghip- 
kin, educational project dir¬ 
ector for TickleMe Plants Go. 

• Build their attention 
span. Introduce garden 
themes like pizzas (tomato, 
oregano, basil and bell pep-

per plants), tacos (cilantro, 
jalapeno, lettuce and to¬ 
mato) and salads (lettuce, 
carrot, cucumber and to¬ 
mato). Plants that germinate 
quickly, such as sunflowers, 
daisies and cucumbers, also 


keep kids engaged. 

• Use pots or containers 
to make their job less daunt¬ 
ing. 

• Encourage them in their 
homework. Each year, Bon¬ 
nie Plants, an Alabama-based 


wholesaler, distributes more 
than a million free cabbage 
plants to third-grade class¬ 
rooms around the U.S. 

Students grow the seed¬ 
lings in their family gardens. 
Bonnie awards a $1,000 
scholarship to one student 
from each state after teach¬ 
ers submit the names of 
their class winners. 

“The reason Bonnie chose 
the O.S. (oversize) Gross Gab- 
bages is because the variety 
has the potential to grow to 


be 40 to 50 pounds, and it 
makes it really fun and en¬ 
gaging for the kids to watch 
it grow,” said Joan Gasanova, 
a spokeswoman who helps 
co-ordinate the 48-state pro¬ 
gram. 

“The program not only 
teaches kids about gardening 
and where their food comes 
from, (but) it also teaches 
kids lessons in responsibility 
and builds self-confidence,” 
she said.

tion of the franchise yielded 
mixed results. The Flyers won 
47 games, totalled 103 points, 
finished fifth in the Eastern 
Conference and had a six-game 
post-season series win over 
odds-on favourite Pittsburgh. 

But the run lasted only five 
more games. Bryzgalov allowed 
one of the franchise’s all-time 
bloopers of a goal and the Fly¬ 
ers offence ran out of fuel in a 
3-1 loss Tuesday that left them 
without another game to play 
— or a championship banner. 

Just like most of the last 
36 seasons, goaltending was a 
deciding factor. Bryzgalov had 
his moments of proving he was 
worth the SSl-inillion US, nine 
year deal he signed to steady 
the net. But the Flyers needed 
more than moments. They 
needed a wall. They needed a 
game-changer who could cany 
them to the cup.
